Council Acts on 
Sand Complaints 


Residents’ complaints to 
members of council about 
the presence of sand on Glen- 
more and St, Anne Cres- 
cents resulted in a motion 
proposed by Councillor Bob 
Russell that its removal be 
given top priority, It was 
passed unanimously by afive 
strong council, 

Councillor Russell infor- 
med council that these cres- 
cents had been in this con- 
dition for seven weeks, 
following the re-laying of 
the roads by a contractor, 
The sand had been put there 
to absorb excess oil on the 
road surface, but the con- 
tractor had said that be- 


tween six and 10 days after 
the sand had been laid it 
could be removed. 

Mr, J, Maandag, town en- 
gineer, said the delay in 
removing the sand had been 
caused by inclement weather 
conditions and it was neces- 
sary not to remove it before 
full absorption of the oil had 
taken place, 

Councillor J, de Brutjn 
said: ‘‘We have a respon- 
sibility to those residents 


on those streets to have it 


cleared up. If we get adry 
day and it can be picked up, 
then we should take it up,’’ 
He suggested that this be 


done by the town engineer's 
department, receiving re- 
muneration from the con- 
tractor concerned,

Future control on 
nuisance ground ? 


Out-of-towners may have 
to pay in future if they wish 
to use St, Albert's nuisance 
ground, 

Tuesday night’s council 
meeting discussed a recom- 
mendation by Councillor J, 
de Bruijn that a minimum 
charge of $3 be made at 
weekends to persons from 
outside St. Albert who bring 
their debris to the town’s 
dump, This should be scaled 
according to the amount of 


rubbish deposited there, 
Town Engineer, Mr, J, 
Maandag, said that a bylaw 
did exist prohibiting the 
dumping of garbage by people 
from outside St, Albert, but 
that there was difficulty in 
enforcing such a regulation, 
Councillor F, Lukay sugg= 
ested that the RCMP might 
be asked to patrol the area, 
checking licence plates and 
directing non-resideats back 
to where they came from, 


but Councelllor de Bruijn dis- 
agreed with this, saying that 
this might cause people turn- 
ed away from the tip to 
deposit their garbage in a 
rural area, rather than tak- 
ing it home with them. He 
forwarded a motion that Mr, 
Maandag report to the public 
works committee on the fea- 
sibility of establishing full 
time control of the nuisance 
ground, andcouncil agreed to 
this unanimously.

The two FLQ kidnappings in Montreal last week have 
shocked Canadians everywhere, Underlying the feeling of 
incredulity and horror that such acts of terrorism and 
blackmail could happen in our country, is an uneasiness 
bordering on fear, As interviews conducted by CBC and 
CTV television reporters have shown, the fear Is very 
real indeed in Montreal and Ottawa, 


The week’s news also brought a statement by J. Edgar 
Hoover of the United States FBI, that groups of people are 
stockpiling bombs and weapons for an assault on the 
‘‘Establishment,’’ Including the ‘‘Weatherman’’ group 
which is threatening airports in that country, 


A massive man-hunt for the killer of two RCMP officers 
{is going on {n the Prince Albert area of Saskatchewan. 
In Alberta, daily newspapers have scores of headlines 
almost every day such as ‘Wembley man held in killing,’’ 
“City boy suffers severe beating’ and ‘Man gets life 
for murder, "’ 


There are two directions in which thoughtful and sober 
Canadians are thinking through their concern over the 
growing terrorism and violence among us, Firstly, what 
the root causes may be, and secondly what is the wisest 
course to follow in dealing with it, 


Is it possible that some sociologists and members of law 
enforcement agencies have been right in recommending 
elimination of all TV shows where violence is used by 
glamorous stars? Were we right in removing the death 
penalty, or ‘s it an effective deterrent after all? 


Was Desmond Morris (in his book ‘‘The Naked Ape’’) 
correct in his view that overcrowding, such as can occur 
in large cities, will cause people to fight as it does 
animals? Have there in fact been cases of double-standard 
justice? Or cases where the poor could not afford the cost 
of an appeal where they thought alower court judged them 
unfairly? How much could a few miscarriages of justice 
contribute to . festering rage among potential terrorists? 


There are no easy answers and now there is little time 
to search further for those answers, Stil! we must also 
guard against the danger of moving toward a police state 
in the all-out struggle to bring this frightening situation 
under control,

The Canadian abortion law 
‘‘reformed” with such furor 
last year, now permits abor- 
tion only if a woman's life 
or health is endangered by 
pregnancy and provided a 
hospital committee approves 
her case, The requirements 
may seem perfectly reason- 
able, but it appears that 
precious few women have 
the good fortune to qualify 
for the operation e 

After a detailed study into 
the results of this ‘“‘reform”’ 
law, Chatelaine’s October 
issue reveals some stagger~ 
ing facts that were dis- 
covered, The article tells 
the stories of two desper- 
ate women, typical of many 
who were forced to seek 
help elsewhere, one illegally 
in Canada, and the other 
legally out of the country, 
both at great expense, of

in the first three months 
of this year, six provinces 
reported 235 therapeutic ab- 
ortions performed, In Eng-

textile fibre (e.g. Polyester, 
Acrylic, Nylon, etc.) that 
makes up at least five per 
cent of the total fibre con- 
tent by weight, Fibre con- 
tent will be indicated by per 
cent, and the manufacturers 
name must be on the label. 
This legislation also pro- 
vides for enforcement. In 
addition, nothing must be 
used on the label (in words, 
symbols or figures) that 
would deceive anyone about 
the fibre content. 

Aren’t we long overdue 
for such legislation? When 
only natural fibres were 
available, fibre identifica 
tion and care was obvious 
but with the man-made fibres 
and finishes, it’s really hard 
to tell exactly what is In a 
piece of fabric, And if the 
fibre content is unknown, 
proper care procedures are 
impossible, 

The movement for textile 
labelling was started by the 
vocal ‘‘complaining consum= 
er’ and carried on by the 
Department of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs. 

The Department of Con- 
sumer and Corporate Aff- 
airs has also designed vol- 
untary standards of garment 
care and a symbol system 
for care recommendations, 
The symbol system can be 
used by manufacturers who 
adhere to standards set up 
for these symbols,
